It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  the  annual  report  on  the 
health  of  the  Urban  District  and  the  work  of  the  Health  Department 
for  1968. 


This  was  my  first  full  year  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  I look  back  on  it  as  a year  when  I was  able  to  gain  a more 
complete  picture  of  the  district,  its  problems  and  virtues. 

I would  again  like  to  state  that  wide  fluctuations  in  the  figures 
given  in  the  vital  statistics  can  occur  from  year  to  year  without  being 
statistically  significant,  but  occasionally  a trend  can  be  detected  such 

as  the  steady  decrease  in  the  birth  rate  which  is  similar  to  the  national 
figures.

All  the  Maternal  Mortality,  Still  and  Perinatal  Mortality  Rates 
are  per  1,000  Live  and  Still  Births. 

When  the  annual  figures  for  the  district  are  compared  with  the 
rest  of  the  West  Riding  they  appear  to  be  quite  satisfactory  for  there 
is  no  significant  difference  statistically. 

It  is  worth  noting  that  coronary  artery  disease  is  the  commonest 
cause  of  death  followed  by  cerebral  artery  disease  and  cancer,  of 
which  lung  cancer  is  the  commonest.  Bronchitis  and  pneumonia  are 
also  high  on  the  list  which  with  the  other  common  causes  of  death 
mentioned  were  again  to  emphasise  the  ever  present  danger  of  cigarette 
smoking.

The  infant  mortality  rate  has  shown  a 
dramatic  fall  since  the  beginning  of  the  century.

There  was  again  a fall  in  atendance  at  the  infant  welfare  clinics 
but  these  clinics  are  still  busy  where  much  valuable  help  and  advice 
is  given. 


In  this  division  there  is  no  attachment  of  health  visitors  to  general 
practices  though  co-operation  with  general  practitioners  is  good.  At 
the  middle  of  the  year  alterations  were  commenced  at  Woodlands 
clinic  to  convert  it  into  a Health  Centre  and  the  clinic  moved  into 
temporary  accommodation  in  the  nearby  school.  The  alterations  should 
be  completed  in  1969. 


From  the  following  table  the  health  visitors’  wide  range  of  duties 
can  be  seen.  At  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  hoped  that  the  appointment 
of  a Home  Help  organiser  in  1969  would  relieve  the  health  visitor  of 
much  of  the  visiting  for  this  purpose  and  permit  her  to  concentrate 
on  matters  where  her  knowledge  and  skills  were  utilised  more 
efficiently.

Though  there  was  a fall  in  the  number  of  births  during  the 
year  this  fall  was  not  seen  in  the  number  of  institutional  births  but 
only  in  domiciliary  cases  which  fell  by  25  per  cent  and  I expect  a 
further  decrease  in  1969  when  the  new  maternity  hospital  in  Doncaster 
opens.  This  can  only  mean  that  there  will  soon  be  a need  to  review 
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the  whole  midwifery  service  in  the  area.  The  admission  to  hospital  for 
delivery  and  early  discharge  home  is  still  popular  and  is  likely  to 
remain  so. 


3.  HOME  NURSING 

The  Home  Nurses  work  closely  with  the  general  practitioners 
and  the  table  shows  the  demand  for  this  service.  Excellent  co-operation 
has  been  established  with  the  general  practitioners  and  the  hospitals. 

The  number  of  visits  done  have  increased  by  50  per  cent  and 
the  largest  increase  occurred  in  the  age  groups  15-64  years.  With 
the  likelihood  of  outpatient  surgery  starting  in  Doncaster  Royal 
Infirmary  I can  only  foresee  an  increased  demand  for  these  nurses 
who  are  already  attached  to  general  practices.

During  1968  the  scheme  of  medical  examinations  in  schools  was 
altered  So  that  eye  and  ear  examinations  were  carried  out  every  two 
years  and  selective  medical  inspection  was  introduced  at  the  age  of  9 
and  pupils  interviewed  at  15  with  examination  if  required  instead 
of  routine  medical  inspections  at  8,  12  and  15.  This  would  enable 
the  service  to  pay  more  time  with  pupils  who  need  care  and  treatment 
and  to  discover  hearing  and  visual  defects  earlier.  At  the  time  of 
writing  the  system  appears  to  have  been  a success  and  the  interview 
at  the  age  of  15  by  the  doctor  has  proved  to  be  much  appreciated 
by  the  pupil  and  more  useful  for  it  presents  an  opportunity  for  the 
pupil  to  discuss  health  problems  and  suitability  of  future  employment 

The  change  in  the  school  health  service  also  affords  the  chance 
of  closer  association  with  the  teaching  staff  in  school  to  the  benefit 
of  all  concerned  in  the  schools.

The  atten- 
dance is  high  and  there  are  few  persistent  absentees. 

There  is  a very  happy  atmosphere  and  the  many  social  activities 
are  well  supported  by  the  parents  and  friends. 

The  range  of  activities  undertaken  by  pupils  enlarges  every  year 
and  great  importance  is  placed  on  social  training.  Unfortunately  there 
are  few  vacancies  in  this  area  in  employment  which  would  be  suitable 
for  the  trainees  who  turn  out  articles  of  a high  standard  of  workman- 
ship from  the  centre. 

Once  again  I must  pay  a tribute  to  the  staff  who  by  their 
dedication  and  enthusiasm  make  this  centre  a success  in  every  respect. 

The  centre  which  was  built  for  88  trainees  has  120  on  the  role 
and  an  average  attendance  of  over  100.

Every  effort  is  made,  each  year,  to  survey  the  district  completely 
for  rodent  infestation.
